On March 23, 1966, SV T-4 advised that she had contacted 
Dr. EDWARD R. FIELDS at NSRP Headquarters in Augusta, Georgia, in 
March, 1966, inquiring if the party was holding meetings is the 
Augusta, Georgia area. FIELDS told her that so far, there had 
been no meetings held in the Augusta area as the party had not 
progressed enough yet to have meetings. He said that when the 
NSRP first moved to Augusta fi-om Birmingham, Alabama, the party 
paper, "The Thunderbolt", was going very slowly, but subscriptions 
had picked up considerably recently and it was. expected that i~ 
the very near future they would announce that meetings would be 
held. 


On March 16, 1966, SV T-5 advised that a junior high 
school student at Savannah, Georgia, had previously received 
literature from the NSRP, Augusta, Georgia, but since this student 
had no interest, in the organisation, had written the Headquarters 
requesting that no more literature* be sent him.

ACTIVITIES IN WASHINGTON, D. C. 

"The Thunderbolt", February, 1966, issue, Page 8, 
carries an article entitled "Un-American Rats Subpoena Attorney 
J. B. STONER in Giant Smear Campaign". The article states that 
STONER, a leader in the NSRP, had, been subpoenaed to appear 
before the Un-American Committee in Washington even though he 
is not a member of the Klan. It continues that the Committee 
is operated by'fc. bunch of pimps for the Jew-controlled, race- 
mixing FBI and planned to lie about STONER and smear him with 
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the kind of lies that the FBI fairies have already planted in 
magazines about him". 

On the same page of that issue of the paper in an 
article entieled ”NSRP Candidates on Florida BaLlots”, it was 
stated that W. EUGENE WILSON, Buval County Director, NSRP, 

643 Cassat Avenue, Jacksonville, Florida, together with other 
NSRP candidates for the Florida legislature must appear before 
the House Un-American Committee in Washington, D, C., on 
February 21, 1966, as the result of being subpoenaed. The 
article which was written by WILSON states that the Committee 
is wasting its time as well as WILSON’S time. 

On February 20, 1966, at 1;37 PM, Special Agents of 
the FBI observed fourteen individuals, including one female, 

* form a picket line on Pennsylvania Avenue in front of the White 
House. These individuals marched, carrying placards and signs,, 
samples of which are as follows: 

’’Investigate Reds, Not Patriots”; 

’’Dissolve Un-American Rats Committee”; 

- ’’Join National States Rights Party”; 

’’Committee Afraid to Investigate Martin Luther King”; 

’’Un-American Committee Unfair to White People”; 

"Un-American Committee Seeks to Mongrelize 
White Race". 

At 2:30 PM, the demonstrators disbanded the picket 
line, proceeded to their individual cars, and left the area. 

During the course of the above picketing, a pretext 
interview by a Special Agent of the FBI was conducted with an 
individual who identified himself as J. B. STONER, Attorney at 
_ Law, from Augusta, Georgia. STONER said he was Vice Chairman 
of the National Executive Committee,” NSRP, and stated that this- 
picket line was formed to protest current House Committee on 
Un-American Activities hearings. 

According to STONER the demonstrators were local 
people from the surrounding areas of Maryland and Virginia. 
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He said that RICHARD NORTON of Baltimore, Maryland, had organised 
the demonstration on the local level. 


Page 4 and Page 5 of the March, 1986, issue of "The 
Thunderbolt", carries a report, dealing with the results of the 
hearings before the House Committee on Un-American Activities - 
where "J. B„ STONER, a dominant figure in the NSRP and a Ku Klux 
Klah agitator," ^as legal counsel for other witnesses and was 
himself the last witness called before the Committee during tke- 
week of March 14, 1966. STONER alleges in an article on Page 5 
of this issue that the Committee "openly endeavored to insult 
and entrap the patriotic white witnesses who had been subpoenaed 
before them," and tried to besmirth STONER* s reputation "by 
reading into' their record the lies of paid FBI pimps who falsely 
accuse me of being responsible for most of the racial violence 
and killings in the South".

“CIVIL RIGHTS of a minority has replaced the 
Constitutional RIGHTS of all Races, Creeds and Classes. 
SLAVERY has been instituted among us by force and 
paternalism, where Citizens may not enjoy Free 
ENTERPRISE and Choice of Association without great 
jeopardy. 

“Federal Departments and Bureaus have been 
created to compete with Private Enterprise in 
-Business.-, ;”i ndustry And 'Cbmoerce with, 'Subsidies 
paid by -TAXES 6h ‘Private-Enterprise..:. They a$e 
thus forced to finance' their own competition. j 

“Ttie authority to coin and regulate money is 
now in, -the hands of twelve privately owned Federal 
Reserve B 9 .nks,j. with power to manipulate the flow 
of money , , credit and spending. That, this does 
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place in the hands of a few, a power over inflation, 
deflation, price and wage control, the National Debt 
and interest; and even, our trade relations with 
Enemy or Friendly Nations.

"police brutality" from the crowd. Policemen were described 
as surging frequently into the "mob" and using their night sticks 
to disperse the counterdemonstrators..

I want to thank the Chicago Conference on Religion and Race for taking the 
initiative in convening this conference. I believe I express the appreciation of 
the entire community in thanking the civic, business, labor, religious, and civil 
rights leaders who are present today around the conference table to resolve grave 
issues that confront us. 

To assist in the constructive resolution of these issues, I personally wish 
to. recommend that we conscientiously consider and seek to agree on the following 
matters . I wish to emphasize that these are proposals aimed at uniting U3 in a 
common purpose. We seek to open up* opportunities throughout the entire metropolis, 
city and suburb, opportunities for freedom of residence and for all the -other 
rights which are every man's inheritance under our law.. 

These are the proposals: 

1. Inasmuch as the Circuit Court of Cook County has upheld Chicago's Fair 
Housing Ordinance the Chicago Real Estate Board recommend to all brokers that they 
comply, in letter and spirit, with the ordinance and with Governor Kerner's recent 
Executive Order. It. is clear that many brokers are already faithfully observing 
the law. 

2. The Chicago Real Estate Board establish a special subcommittee to work 
with similar subcommittees of the Commission on Human Relations and. the Chicago 
Conference on Religion and Race to help work out guidelines for real estate 
brokers to implement the provisions of the Chicago Fair Housing Ordinance. 

3 . The Chicago Mortgage Bankers Association and the Cook County Council of 
Insured Savings Associations call upon their members to make mortgage loans in the 
city and suburbs ■without regard to religion, nationality, color or race. 

4. The Commission on Human Relations give top priority to the investigation 
and the prompt resolution of complaints filed under the Chicago Fair Housing 
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Ordinance. 
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5. The Coordinating Council of Community Organizations, the Southern- 
Christian Leadership Conference and other civil rights groups call an immediate 
moratorium on marches into "the neighborhoods to avoid turning these communities' 
into battlegrounds for extremist and’ racist elements who are now flocking to these 
neighborhoods- to foment more trouble^ /To* prevent injuries to innocent citizens and 
to stop .aggravating further the wounds of racial division, thus making it even 
harder to achieve reconciliation and freedom of residence in these neighborhoods .

Responsive to the suggestions made during the August 17 group meeting — 
the Board of Directors of the Chicago Real Estate Board has authorized, this 
statement, 

1. As a leadership organization in Chicago, we state the fundamental princi- 
ple that freedom of choice in housing is the right of every citizen. We believe all 
citizens should accept and honor that principle. 

2. We reiterate our belief that progress in race relations can be.produccd only ■ 

under a favorable climate — and that the technique of street demonstrations will 
harden bigotry and slow down the progress. If demonstrations do not terminate 
promptly we may lose control of our membership and be unable to fulfill the 
commitments we' have here undertaken; - - - = 

3. We have reflected carefully and have decided we will — as a Chicago organi- 
zation withdraw all opposition to the philosophy of open occupancy legislation ' 
at the' state level— provided it is applicable to owners as well as to brokers— and 
we reserve the right to criticize detail as distinguished from philosophy — and we 
will request the state association of Real Estate Boards to do likewise but we 
cannot dictate to them. 

» 4. We respond to the Human Relations Commission by stating we will ef- 
fectively remind our members it is their duty to obey the Chicago Fair Housing 
Ordinance as their lawyers interpret its meaning. We do not accept the Governor’s 
order as proper and will not ask compliance so long as it is under injunction. We 
accept the Commission’s invitation to appoint a committee to help clarify the «■ 
detailed application and meaning of the ordinance. 

We object to the proposal by the Freedom Movement that the City or Citizens 
engage in testing real estate offices — this is unwarranted harassment. 

5. We cannot sacrifice the principles we have espoused in our objection to the 
constitutionality of the Chicago, ordinance— as resquested by the Chicago Freedom 
Movement. . ~ '

Illinois, on August 25, 1966, advised as follows:

The Cicero officials waived the required 30 days 
notice for a parade permit, and issued it allowing the 
CFM to utilize the entire street during their demonstration. 

He indicated that General Francis P. Kane , 

National Guard Commander, would probably utilize 2500 National 
Guardsmen; the Illinois State Police would utilize 350 men; 
the Cook County Sheriff's Police would number 50 men; and the 
'Cicero Police Department would provide 90 men. 

The Cicero Police Department is to make all arrests 
after any detention by the National Guard, State or County 
Police, and in this connection one Cicero policeman would be in 
each squadrol- of the Sheriff's Police. 

Barloga said the National Guard would have its 
headquarters at' the parking lot of the Western Electric 
Company, 4600 West Cermak Road. Communications would be 
coordinated at that headquarters with State 1 , County, and 
Cicero Police radio ’bands, and there would be a coordinating 
unit also in the headquarters of the Cicero Police to serve 
as a central dispatching unit. 

He also advised that for the past twelve days, 
all Cicero City officials, the Cicero Polioe Department, and 
clergy in the Ciceio-Berwyn area have been urging citizens to 
remain at home .during the march, and to give no undue 
attention to the marchers. 

He noted that rumors persist concerning the ^accumulation 
of weapons such'asguns and archery sets for possible use against 
demonstrators.

These 
marchers had a short prayer vigil at the Pech-Suski Realty Company, 
2816 West 55th Street, and at the Soltes Realty and Insurance 
Company, 5434 South Xedzie. This article reported that more than 
1,000 whites assembled, some waving signs and chanting, "White 
Power, White Power." At least four Negroes, including a seven- 
year-old girl, were injured when bricks, bottles, and other missiles 
struck cars in which they rode. Mrs. Grace Pruitt, 16225 South 
Wood Street, suffered a fractured jaw at 67th and Kedzie as she 
drove with her two children. She was reported in satisfactory 
condition at. Holy Cross Hospital. The children were not injured. 
Treated and released from Holy Cross was Elaine Robinson, age 7, 

1967 South Trumbull, who suffered facial bruises as flying objects 
hit the car her mother was driving pass 67th and California. 

Patricia Bruce, age 28 , 7032 South Clyde,.' suffered back injuries 
and Karey Hollingsworth, age 34, of 7417 West 64th Street, Argo, 
suffered head cuts and a wrist injury when bottles and bricks 
were hurled- at the car Hollingsworth was driving, pass 67th 
and Troy.

"The racial violence that erupted in Marquette Park 
■= ^ as been blamed by police on the American Nazi Party. 

"’These people from Rockwell’s outfit are at the 
bottom of the trouble at 67th and Kedzie, ’ said Chicago Lawn 
District Cmdr. Mart in O’Connell. ’They were the ones 
who got the other young kids all wound up. ’ 

"O’Connell was referring to George Lincoln Rockwell, 
head of the American Nazi Party. A man identified as John Patler 
of the Party's national headquarters in Arlington, Va. , addressed 
a crowd of whites at a rally yesterday in Marquette Park. 

"Shortly after he spoke, violence exploded. A policeman 
said it was the closest thing to war he had ever seen. 

"Rioting white persons — estimated 2,000 — stormed the 
park, hurling bottles and rocks at passing cars which housed 
Negroes . 


"They turned on the police, who charged the mob. Officers 
fired shots into the air and needed to use clubs to subdue some. 
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"Urging a 'whit© revolution, ' the Nazis passed out 
literature to the rally crowd. The material bore the swastika 
symbol and was dominated by large red letters calling for 'white 
power. *

"Stir Racial Resentment 

"The American Nazi Party has a record of stirring up 
trouble thruout the nation. Many of its members have been 
'arrested in anti-Negro and anti-Jewish demonstrations. 

"Matt Koehl, who said he was commander- in-chief' of the 
American* Nazi Party, said in 1963 that the organization was 
formed" 'to oppose communism and race-mixing.' 

"He said the Nazis do not favor integration or segre- 
gation but . believe in complete racial separation. 

"Based on 'Mein Kampf 

- “V . 'Y-* 

"Koehl said, 'We consider Hitler as our spiritual 
or philosophical leader; he is the one who originally laid down 
the nationalist socialist world view. * ' * 

"According to Koehl, the American Nazi Party's 
philosophy, is based on Hitler's teachings in Mein Kampf , the 
'bibie* of the German Nazis. 

"’We anticipate taking over the American government,' 
Koehl said. 'The overwhelming majority of white Americans support 
the program of the Nazi Party but do not recognize what the pro- 
gram is. They think they are anti-Nazi, but in basics sentiment 
they are Nazi. ' . 

; "A party spokesman said Patler is in Chicago to aid 
party members' in planning a policy for coming months. He said 
this prograni may include marches, led by Rockwell, into Negro 
neighborhoods. " 
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Officer | advised subsequently that the injuries 

reported in the article of the "Chicago Sun Times," August 15, 
1966, had nothing to do with the demonstration. He stated that 
these were incidents of Negro families driving through the area 
and not being a part of the demonstration. However, their cars 
were struck by flying missiles thrown by white youths. 


Officer | |advised on August 14, 1966, that the 

demonstration 1 in this area would leave the Mt. Hope Baptist 
Church at approximately 4:00 p.m. and proceed via motorcade 
to Gage Park High School parking lot at 56th and Rockwell 
Streets. There they would reassemble and march on foot north 
to 55th Street, west on 55th to the 2800 block where they would 
hold a prayer vigil before the Pech-Suski Realty Company. Then, 
they would proceed north on Kedzie to the 5400 block and hold 
a fifteen-minute prayer vigil at Soltes Realty Company.

INFORMATION CONCERNING

It is noted that the Chicago Freedom Movement (ClfM) - 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) conducted a 
march in the Marquette Park area of Chicago, Illinois, on July 
31, 1966, from approximately 4:00 p.m. to 8:30 p.m. There 
were hundreds of anti-demonstrators in the Marquette Park area,, 
many of whom were dispersed and/or arrested by the Chicago 
Police Department. 

A Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI) observed on the evening of July 31, 1966, at approximately 
11:45 p.m., a group of approximately one hundred white persons 
listening to a speech given by an individual at 71st Street and 
South Sacramento Boulevard. This individual was stating to the. 
group that the area needed moral and financial support to stop 
Negroes from advancing into their area. He told the group that 
the Negroes would eventially come in with firearms and therefore 
the white people should arm themselves. He stated that he re- 
presented the National States Rights Party and that he would be 
in the area to, accept any memberships. It is noted that this 
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individual had difficulty at first in stating the name of 
the organization, first calling it the "National Federation," 
then the "National Party" and then after looking at a piece 
of paper in his hand, called it the "National States Rights 
Party ." 


The Chicago Police Department at this time dispersed 
the group and this individual was subsequently detained 
because he refused to leave the area and kept on speaking, and 
was released approximately three blocks from the point of 
arrest.

Chicago, at 5:20 p.m. There were no incidents enroute but 
police dispersed small groups of from 15 to 20 white youths 
as they gathered in the vicinity of Eggers Y/oods. The 
demonstrators remained in the Y/oods during the rush hour 
and at 6:30 p.m. planned to begin a march through the adjacent 
community lea ' by Reverend Jesse Jackson and Reverend James 
Bevel.

He stated the purpose 
was hot to stax't violence, but only to advocate self-defense.

At a press conference, on August 23, 1966, Police 
Superintendent 0. W. Wilson reported crimes in Chicago are 
up over 30% from a year ago and cited as the cause the 
large numbex* of police assigned to demonstx’ations.
